thirty-nine 
to thiry-nine. On three separate votes 
in the senate there was a tie. decided 
b y the vice president's vote. 
Two roll 
calls were had on the sub sidy b ill, 
b oth resulting in a tie vote. 
And a n ­ 
other roll call was had on a motion tu 
adjourn, which also resulted in a tie. 
None of the senators recalled a prece­ 
dent for three tie votes in a single day. 
T he ocean mail suosidy b ill passed 
authorizes the postm aster general to 
e n te r into con tr acts ror c a r r y i n g the 
mails to South African ports and to 
the Philippines, Japan, China and Aus­ 
tralasia, at a rate of $4 a mile on the 
outward voyage to vessels of the sec­ 
ond class and $2 a miie or the out­ 
ward voyage to ships of third class. 
T he am ount of the sub sidy to ho 
paid in any one year, however, is lim­ 
ited to $4,000,000 and that under no 
c ir cumst ances 
shall 
it 
exceed 
the 
amount of money received on account 
of foreign mails. 
This is the first im­ 
portant administration meas ure to b e 
passed b y the se nate this session. 
The passage of the b ill was made 
possib le b y the ab sence of Clarence 
W atson, Democrat, of West Virginia, 
who was sworn in early in the session 
and ‘ dis appeared” without, arr anging 
a pair on pending legislation.

situation while Democrats! were re­ 
ported as displeased with .Mr. W a t­ 
son's conduct. 
Among the b ills passed was one b y 
Senator Nixon of Nevada extending the 
b enefits of the enlarged homestead act 
to the arid lands i» the state of Neva­ 
da. At the close ci ' the session after the 
sub sidy b ill had b een disposed of as 
the unfinished b usiness, there was a 
sharp rivalry b etween the regular Re­ 
pub licans on the one hand and the 
Democrats and insurgents on the other 
to secure the legislative right or way 
in the senate. Senators Borah of Idaho 
and 
Nelson of Minnesota b oth de­ 
manded 
recognition 
from the chair, 
Nelson. Senator Borah sought to have 
the resolution providing for the popu­ 
lar election of senators made the un ­ 
finished b usiness. 
S< na» or Nelson put 
forward the b ill authorizing the leas­ 
ing of coal lands in Alaska. 
Senator Borah demanded a roll call 
on Senator Nelson's motion after the 
vice president had informed him that 
Senator Nelson's motion was not open 
f o r amendm ent. 
Beore the roll call 
could he had, Senator ITale made a 
motion to adjourn. 
On this motion 
Senator Borah demanded a roll call 
and the vote resulted in a tie, thirty- 
seven to thirty-seven. 
Vice President 
Sherm an thereupon east his vote in 
the affirmative and declared the senate 
adjourned.
